in the milling crowd Mr. Jefferson 

e separated from his compan- 
ions. A search of the station for the 
missing man failed. In the evening 
when word from the sanitarium was 
received that Mr. Jefferson had not 
appeared the police were notified 
and an order to look for him was 
broadcast from Police Headquarters. 

While policemen and members of 
his family were looking for him Mr. 
Jefferson went to Brooks Brothers 
in Madison Avenue, where he pur- 
chased a wool outing shirt. From 
there he went to Wanamaker’s and 
bought a double barreled repeating 
rifle. Where he spent the night is 
not known. Just as the lights on 
the Christmas tree in the aldort 
tea room were turned on nay ote 
morning Mr. Jefferson came throug 
the hotel lobby and asked the way 
to the washroom. 

James Maigro and Joseph Rizzo, 
washroom attendants, were busy 
cleaning the washroom floor. They 
did not notice Mr. Jefferson as he 
walked through. Both dropped their 
work, however, when they heard the 
shot. Without waiting to investigate 
the two raced upstairs and told Will 
P. Taylor Jr., resident manager, 
‘someone has shot himself,” 

Dr. Robert Adams and Mr. Taylor 
hastened down. There they. found 
Mr. Jefferson in a corner, his. body 
against the wall. A handkerchief 
tied to the rifle trigger had one end 
fastened around the toecap of his 
shoe. ‘The soft-nosed bullet had en- 
tered the right eye and emerged 
through the top of the: head. Death 
had been instantaneous. 


Note is Found Near By. 


Chief Detective Joseph Smith™ of 
the. hotel- found on the floor a piece 
of paper on which was written 
“Notify my wife, Mrs. Jefferson, 30 


East Sixty-eighth Street.’’ Also near 
the body was a clipping from a mag- 
azine — * the Kind of weapon 
used in the suicide, Detectives from 
the West Thirtieth Street Police Sta- 
tion and from Police Headquarters 
searched. the body. In one pocket

who said he was a business associate 
of the dead man’s brother. The sound 
of the shot did not reach the guests 
in the lobby .upstairs..

BROKER ENDS LIFE BY SHOT.

was learned later, Controller Berry 
had approved: . 

‘“The Controller and the Mayor had 
a conference in relation to the budg- 
etry provision for the 1928 amortiza- 
tion of rapid transit corporate stock, 
the:litigation in respect to it and the 
local law which has been passed by 
both houses of the Municipal Assem- 
bly to reopen the budget. Regard- 
less of the efficacy of this local law 
to accomplish the result intended, . it 
was agreed that because of technical 
situations that might develop and be- 
cause of limitation of time in which 
the city must act under the local 
law, a more practicable solution of 
the matter ought to be attempted. 

“30 » pointed out that the deter- 
mination of the. legal questions, fol- 
lowing any action such as contem- 
plated in this local law, might. be 
prolonged so as to affect the deter- 
mination of the tax rate, which has 
to be certified in the latter part of 
February. 

‘*Although the Controller is opposed 
to the policy of financing subway 
construction by short-term bonds, 
nevertheless he has agreed to sell in 
the early part of next year, when 
market conditions will be favorable, 
bonds in such amounts as may be 
necessary to take care of all out- 
standing corporate stock notes issued 
for rapid transit purposes. The bonds 
shall be for a term of four years or 
such term as the Board of Estimate 
may prescribe. He will also file his 
estimate and certificate with the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment.so that there may be included 
in the budget next to be adopted a 
sufficient amount to amortize the 
bonds so sold, 

“As a result of this agreement the 
rapid transit policy adopted by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment will be preserved. It will not 
suffer materially except by the delay 
of a maximum of one year in fi- 
nancing, but not in construction.’’ 


Berry Thinks Plan Illegal. 


Controller Berry’s agreement to 
interpose no further obstacle to the 
Delaney financing plan was made on 
the understanding with the Mayor 
that the Controller did not believe 
the plan was legal and that the 
courts would not permit the sale of 
short-term bonds for subway con- 
struction. purposes if any one should 
attack their legality. Leonard M. 
Walistein, counsel of the. Citizens’ 
Union, has announced that the union 
will seek an injunction to restrain 
the sale of the proposed $52,000,000 
issue whenever the Controller adver- 
tises them for sale. 

The Controller’s suggestion to the 
Mayer that they should try to reach 
some, sort. of an agreement was 
based on his desire “to prevent a 
situation which might make it im- 
ossible for him to fix the tax rate.

Action on Bills in Doubt. 


Mayor Walker did not know last 
night whether or not he would pro- 


ceed with one or both of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. bills, through 
which he had intended to invoke the 


home-rule power of the city to sus-| 


tain the $13,000,000 item in the 1928 
budget. 

It seemed certain that the bill in- 
troduced by the Mayor would have 
to be abandoned. This directed the 
Controller to certify the item and 
empowered the Board of Estimate 
to make the certification if the Con- 
troller after two days failed to do 
so This bill has been passed by 
the Board of Estimate but not by 
the Aldermanic branch of the as- 
sembly. The time for the Mayor to 
sign the budget will expire on Sat- 
ag 4 and the bill could not possi- 
bly be passed by the Aldermanic 
branch before today. The Mayor’s 
view is that, with the Controller 
being given two days for certifica- 
tion under the terms of the bill, the 
time element in the situation is such 
that passage of the bill would be 
without effect, as the Controller 
would not make a certification and 
the board could not make it until 
after the time for the Mayor’s sign- 
ing of the budget had elapsed. 

The other bill, which was intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen by 
Vice Chairman Charles A. McManus, 
validates the 1928 budget with the 
$13,000,000 item in it. is power of 
validation, Mayor Walker contends, 
is possessed by the State Legislature 
and has been delegated to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly under the Home 
Rule act.

Francis, by a oe Russian —— 
named Anfiteatroff,.who,has been 
studying music in Italy. 

Mr. Molinarf promised, however, 
that novelties would constitute only 
a small —— of his prograas. They 
will be ed as far as possible on 
the classic composers, —— will be 
broad and wry aught enough to sat- 
isfy most tastes, Mr, Molinari said. 

*“My policy in Italy ‘thas been to 
introduce every novelty which I 
think is worthy of b played,’’- he 
said. ‘‘I wish I could produce more 
choral work in America, but I am 
afraid conditions are not as favor- 
able here as in Italy. In Rome we 
have a large —— affiliated: with 
our orchestra, so that we could give 
Beethoven’s ‘Missa ‘Solennis’ one 
week ‘and the Ninth Symphony the 
next. I have pinety. sopranos and 
seventy contraltos always available 
to sing with the orchestra—not that 
all of them -are used at once, But 
they are ‘available. Here in ‘the 
United States the choral societies 
are not so closely related to the 
orchestras. 

“All over Italy there are signs of 
a renaissance of symphonic music. 
More and more our distinguished

He has 
made many concert tours to other 
cities of Europe, and has conducted 
opera at La Scala -in Milan and in 
the important cities of the Continent. 

His present trip to America was 
delayed, he explained yesterday, by 
the financial organization of the Au- 
gusteo Orchestra, and by an acci- 
dent to his foot which — — him 
to relinquish leadership for a month 
to Pablo, Casals, the Cellist, conductor 
of the. Barcelona Symphony. For- 
merly the Augusteo. was dided solely 
by the municipality of Rome, but. the 
new system gives it.a subsidy from 
the Fascist Government under the 
supervision of Prince Potenziani, the 
Governor of Rome... Mr, Molinari 
said that the shed oreh was the only 
firmly establishe chestra: in Italy 
devoting itself Molely to symphonic 
music and not — up part. of its 
season to operatic and theatrical 
playing.

In 1926 the lira; swept down 
with the French and Belgian franc 
in the currency crisis of that year, 
had’ fallen from’ about’ 4 cents to 
less than 3%. Strong. measures 
taken by the Government, after the 
break -was~ checked in- August of 
last year, brought,the price up until 
nearly 456 cents was reached. last 
December, .and from .this .it. rose. to 
as high (a price.as 5% last June.

For 
several months the price has been 
held ‘slightly below 5% cents per 
lira; Wednesday’s quotation, stated 
exactly, was 5.42%, 

The announcement now made, at 
Rome is that the legal stabilized 
value will be 19 lire’ to the~dollar, 
which is equal to 5.26° cents. “This 
lowering ‘of the rate is) contrary to 
recent expectation; foreign markets 
had held the view, not. discouraged 
by the Italian Treasury, that after 
officially checking the further rise 
of the lira last June a period would 
be allowed for: the, community to 
adjust itself to the new scale of 
commodity: prices, ;after which fur- 
ther appreciation of the currency 
might »be permitted. ‘The Govern- 
ment’s..sudden ‘action is undoubt- 
edly"dte to ‘the staté of ‘Italian in- 
dustry, The. -lira’s “rapid. advance 
from-the-low. price-of- August, 1926, 
caused’ equivalent continuous ‘de- 
cline in prices .of ;commodities.

It. will, be observed that the legal

JIM THE PENMAN. 

Four United States Senators are the 
very much astonished beneficiaries, 
to the extent of $1,200,000 in dream 
currency, of a type of imaginative 
literature. which.has flourished 
mightily since. the Armistice. While 
statesmen have been trying to forge 
a new world-order, humbler persons, 
modest to the point of anonymity, 
have‘ been ‘engaged: in; forging other’ 
things. An. unprecedented: interna- 
tional upheaval has produced, among 
other results,“a vast population of 
expatriates “and wanderers. They 
are, as a rule,-innocent and hapless 
refugees, but among them inevitably 
are many. dubious birds-of-passage 
for whom*‘the world’s* troubles ‘have 
been a world market. 

It is a rare nation that has not 
complained since Serajevo, and with 
more or less reason, against this 
doubtful form of commercial paper. 
Soviet Russia regards Herself as the 
chief victim, though she has not 
pressed hard her first formal denial 
of the ‘authenticity of the recent 
documents in the .tussian Legation 
at Peking, and has by no means 
established the ‘falsity of the famous 
Zinoviev letter of.1924 which swung 
a British general election. The Hun- 
garian courts some time ago found a 
verdict..of. guilty against mistaken 
— who set out to redeem 
their country by. forging French 
banknotes. There are.rumors of a 
late abortive Ukrainian plot for the 
wholesale counterfeiting of Soviet 
money. «There is even talk of-a 
— behind all these 
post-war manifestations, moving 
from country to country and from 
continent to continent with the fluc- 
tuations of the market for such 
wares.

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SMALL TOWN OR LARGE? 


In ‘the ebb and flow of life from 
the small town to the city and back 
again there is a constant bubbling 
of controversial opinion about their 
respective . virtues for . residential 
purposes. Bringing up children in 
the city is often not good for them 
nor for. their adult neighbors. 
Fathers whose jobs require: their 
presence in the. city and sometimes 
mothers, who work are attempting 
the compromise offered by the sub- 
urbs. They are glad to make the 
sacrifice: for the sake of the’ chil- 
dren. To ‘grown people the city 
offers so many advantages that the 
small town has rather given up any 
claims it may have had except 
through ‘the children. However, it 
is not utterly without a champion, 
for in an article in. the January 
Bookman Mrs. EMILY NEWELL BLAIR 
mekes a strong argument for its 
leisurely life. 

She:is not condescending toward 
the city from a rural peak of ig- 
norance’ about it. Three times she 
has lived in a big city, and each 
time has returned thankfully to her 
small town, where she now lives and 
proposes to stay. She has many 
reasons and gives: amusing con- 
crete instances to support them. 
They are plausible; but they. do not 
go to the heart of her) preference. 
Her real shrinking from the city is 
revealed in one long, ‘stormy para- 
graph of protest against the city’s 
brutal diminishing of the individual. 

In the small puddle the frogs look 
larger. But in the.city,.when thou- 
sands are pouring from: shops and 
offices: on their way home from 
work; they lose more than dignity. 
In the shadow of the “L” they look 
so small, so inadequate, ‘‘so herd- 
“like, yet so unrelated and isolated 
“in spirit,” that the supersensitive 
observer is. unpleasantly impressed 
with the futility of their lives: . Mrs. 
BLAIR defies’ “ any one to look on 
such a scene and not lose entirely 
“every scrap of admiration or — 
“ pathy for humankind.” 

That. challenge should not. be left 
where it fell., There must be some 
city dwellers who look on that scene 
with the ‘complete indifference of 
anesthesia.’ Viewed often. enough, it 
becomes as invisible as the trees 
along’ a‘small\townistreet to the ac- 
customed€yes of the home-coming 
villager. “Others, ‘aware of their 
swarming fellow-citizens, are yet 
not disgusted by them. Depending 
on their dispositions and the tempo- 
rary state of their digestion, they 
pity them’and want to help, and give 
the -red-nosed beggar a dime. Or 
they scorn them and stand aloof until 
they can mount grandly:into a taxi.

. Calls Himself Poor Advocate. : 


“Let it- be said: at once’ that I am 
& poor advocate of thrift,’ said.Mr. 
Young, ‘‘not that I do not believe: in 
it—for others—but it. does. not excite 
my enthusiasm or fire my. i na- 
tion. be have been’ widely advertised 
bad * ing that I got exereise eciough 

y. bringing home the cows so 
that .I:do- not need, to. pla ey golt now. 
I feel.:the same wa ut. thrift. 
Then, too, there ‘is. the fruitlessness 
of ‘the subject. There’ is about ‘as 
much neéd of talking thrift. to the 
descendants of our New. England ‘fa- 
thers.as there would be to the sons 
of Scotch: pioneers. 

“The mere statement of our .own 
extravagance exalts the thrift of the 
Fathers.. ‘One does. not. néed to ask 
whether, thrift with them was com- 
pulsory. ‘That would: be ungracious 
and outside the’: method: If‘ our 
grandfather, ‘having no house, saved 


taxi | to build one,.that was thrift. If we, 
_ phaving-a house, save to buy a motor 


car or a radio or to go to. the movies, 
that ‘is extravagance. . If ‘we wish 
to throw the prudence of the Fathers 
in high relief; we need only. .mention 

instalment buying. It ds »unneces- 
sary to speak of the fact that’ the 


chinery. It is. clear. whatever the 
reason that they :did not ‘do the 
wasteful and» wicked things. which 
we do... We are condemned, -there- 
fore, and the Fathers are: praised. 
That is my case: 
‘The old notion that.saving is ‘al- 
ways’ an economic virtue and that 
spending - is. always..an. economic 
crime has, .at least, been questioned 
in our day. Savings, after ‘all; ’can 
only mean from’ the standpoint’ of 
society,’ additional plant account— 
more or better houses to live in— 
more factories to produce—more rail- 
roads and higk ways to transport. 
“‘Whether we put our savings in a 
savings bank or. in life insurance or 
in investment, it all goes to plant. 
If ‘thrift were “so universal and’ ex- 
treme asthe prudent urge, our 
pa)ER sh we -Veletey bbe ta would quickly outrun 
our needs. It would not be unlike a 
farmer, having a suitable. house ‘in 
which to live, savirig to build another 
for which he had no need. His sav- 
ings. under. those circumstances 
might well turn out to be waste. 
**So-we are not to judge thrift 
solely by the test of saving fhe end- 
ing. If one spends what should 
prudently save, that: ce * is ‘to 
be .deplored. But: if one saves what 
rudently spend, that is not 
necessarily to be commended. ‘A 
wise balance between the two, sav- 
ing enough to. keep. a plant account 
adequate to our. needs and s ending 
enough to keep that plant Sas in 
our service is the desired end.” 


Isolation Policy Hopeless. 


“A policy of isolation,’’ he declared, 
“is as hopeless.for this nation on 
this ‘little globe today as that’ policy 
is for- an individual on Broadway. 
The training of a democracy: which 
compels each man to recognize the 
bo; | eats of others and all men, to recog-

here are only two kinds of ac- 
tion ‘which. a man or a nation may 
take. The only alternative to them 
is inaction. ‘One is to act as an indi- 
vidual; ‘independently on your “own 
account. Me other is to aet ¢o- 
operatively with others.. The first
